
McCHESNEY VS. WATER BOY. 

Brighton Beach, N. Y., July 16.— The con- 
ditions of the special race in which McChes- 
ney and Water Boy are to meet at Brighton 
on Wednesday of next week are as follows: 
The Championship Special, weight for age, 
race for horses three-year-olds and upward, 
by subscription of $600 each or $60 if declared 
out by 2 o’clock p. m. on Tuesday, July 21, 
at one mile and a quarter, the Brighton 
Beach Racing Association to add $10,000, 
Water Boy and McChesney to start or no 
race, good weather and track. McChesney 
will be shipped from Chicago by train, start- 
ing at 7 o’clock this evening. Immediately 
after the announcement of the conditions of 
the special race in which McChesney and 
Water Boy are to meet E. H. Garrison, acting 
for Mr. Smathers and A. J. Joyner, who 
trains Water Boy, bet ten thousand dollars 
even on the result.

The foregoing is the official Brighton Beach 
end of the story of the making of the terms 
of the most sensational sectional race ar- 
ranged for In many years past. It is not 
a match because match making is forbidden 
by Jockey Club rules and any other horses 
can come in under the terms. It is probable, 
however, that the contest will be confined to 
the two champion four-year-olds of the east 
and west and tremendous will be the excite- 
ment attending its decision. 

E. E. Smathers, the owner of McChesney, 
arrived yesterday from New York and in- 
formed a number of persons that before 
leaving for Chicago he had received a tele- 
gram from John Boden, Jr., racing secretary 
of the Brighton Beach Racing Association, 
reading as follows: “The Brighton Beach 

Racing Association will add $10,000 to a 
special sweepstakes for three-year-olds and 
upward, designed to bring McChesney and 
Water Boy together; distance to be one mile 
and a quarter; starters to carry weight for 
age. The race to be run on July 22 or July 
23. It would not be jnuch of a digression to 
bring the horse here before going to Saratoga 
and the merits of McChesney and Water Boy 
could be tested over a track that is fast and 
safe. ’The time is short, but as both horses 
are ready, that scarcely would be an in- 
superable obstacle. The manager of Mr. 
Haggin’s stable has received the proposition 
favorably. Will you race McChesney under 
the conditions and at the time named? 
Please answer.’’ After conferring with 
trainer Hildreth in the afternoon Mr. Smath- 
ers telegraphed back that he was perfectly 
willing to send McChesney east and have him 
meet Water Boy or any other horse that 
may care to start in the race. 

McChesney and Irene Lindsey, the latter 
also now the property of E. E. Smathers, were 
loaded into baggage car No. 2623 and left last 
night over the Michigan Central in charge 
of D. Woodford, one of Hildreth’s employes, 
who will deliver the horses to F. Taylor. The 
latter is a well known trainer and will have 
them in charge during their eastern cam- 
paign. Hildreth himself will go on to New 
York this morning, in company with Mr. 
Smathers, and see the running of McChes- 
ney and Water Boy. 

One Important local effect of the departure 
of McChesney will be to greatly increase the 
Wheeler Handicap field. No matter how much 
w^ght was assigned “Big Mac,” owners of 
other horses were loath to send them to the 
post against him. Under the changed condi- 
tions fifteen or more horses are now almost 
sure to go to the post in the big handicap. 



ENGLISH LAD’S HYDE PARK. 

As the result of a meteoric flight through 
tlie homestretch the Hyde Park Stakes was 
won by Fred Cook’s chestnut colt English 
Lad, by Requital— English Lady. S. S. 
Brown’s bay colt Auditor, by Esher— Alcestis, 
was second and M. H. Tichenor’s Flo Bob, 
by Florist or Bob Miles- Gold Bird, was 
third. The winner gained the victory by a 
head and a similar margin separated the sec- 
ond and third. The time was 1:14, and the 
net value of the race to the first was $9,130. 
There were thirteen starters. At the finish 
a gap of four lengrths divided the placed 
colts from Batts, leading the other ten, which 
were in scattering order, some of them 
pulling up. 

Flo Bob ruled a steady favorite, while Eng- 
lish Lad, the Middleton & Jungbluth pair, 
Jason and Requiter, and John A, Drake’s 
Ort Wells were strongly backed at the post. 
Ort Wells was established as second choice. 
Auditor and Talbot Bros.’ Prince Silver- 
wings also developed considerable support in 
the closing transactions on the event. 

English Lad was in the rear division when 
the field began striding and was a distinct 
last, apparently hopelessly out of the contest 
as he ran along the backstretch. That he 
got through the column in front of him on 
the turn, became a contender in the last 
furlong and won on the post reflects his 
superior quality and is a glowing tribute to 
the courage, perseverance and skill of Domi- 
nick, who fearlessly faced every peril of a 
hazardous trip and piloted him to victory. 
Clay Bros.’ good colt Lonsdale, packing 126 
pounds, eight of which represented penalties, 
undertook to make the pace. He was soon 
supplanted by Auditor. Bob Tucker had the 
latter ready and Helgesen had no trouble in 
getting him to the front in the first furlong 
and securing a clear lead before going a quar- 
ter, at the end of which Prince Silverwings 
and Lonsdale were running paired with Flo 
Bob at their heels and Don Domo a threat- 
ening fltth. Beginning the turn Auditor 
placed an open length between himself and 
his nearest pursuers. Midway around Don 
Domo dropped back beaten, Flo Bob was 
temporarily obstructed and Ort Wells, on the 
outside and English Lad, on the inside, be- 
came prominent. Nearing the homestretch 
Wonderly brought up Flo Bob and displaced 
Lonsdale, on which the weight was plainly 
telling. Meanwhile English Lad and Batts 
made advances through the flying column 
and Ort Wells ruined his chances by bearing 
out so that Coburn had to resort to the 
whip to keep him near his company. When 
fairly straightened out Flo Bob passed Prince 
Silverwings and looked a certain winner 
when Wonderly sent him after Auditor, only 
a length in the lead. Directly afterward 
Prince Silverwings hung out signals of dis- 
tress and Lonsdale resumed third position 
with a prospect of retaining it to the end. 
Then Henry, on Batts, came along with a 
promising rush. English Lad, however, got 
out of the ruck, went whizzing by Batts and 
Lonsdale and after Auditor and Flo Bob, 
both of the latter being under a drive. At 
the last sixteenth it did not appear probable 
that English Lad would catch the leading 
pair, indulging in a desperate finish. But 
Domfnick persevered with fierce vigor and 
the grand colt under him never fiinched nor 
faltered, grallantly charged after them and in 
a sensational final effort caught them fifty 
yards from the goal, and continuing his great

THE KENILWORTH TRACK. 



A spe<-ial from Buffalo to Morning Tele- 
graph of last Tuesday, says: 

"S. S. Howland, accompanied by John 
Boden, arrived here from New York this 
morning, their mission being to inspect tlie 
Kenilworth track, recently purchased by- 
Mr. Howland. They found the plant in 
much better shape than they had expected. 
Some weeds have grown on the track and 
roads, but the buildings arc in excellent con- 
dition. 

“Mr. Boden, who is secretary of the new 
organiz.ition. says that work will be com- 
menced on tlie track at once and everything 
put in order for the opening of the Buffalo 
Driving Club’s meeting the first week in 
August. 

“Extensive alterations are planned for next 
year. The club house will be moved further 
toward the grand stand, while a new paddock 



will be built nearer the track entrance. These 
alterations will be made after the fall meet- 
ing. 

“Several stakes will be given at the Sep- 
tember meeting of the association, the fea- 
ture of which will be an all-aged handicap 
at about one mile and a quarter, which will 
be decided on the opening day. 

“It is Mr. Howland’s intention to interest 
the best people of Buffalo in the new ven- 
ture. The club which was formed here last 
year will be reorganized on the lines of the 
Turf Club, and the club house at the track 
will be kept open the entire .year. Next 
spring a steeplechase course will be laid out, 
and this class of sport will be featured. 

“Mr. Howland has the confidence of the 
best people in Buffalo, and under his regime 
the meetings at Kenilworth Park are almost 
certain to be successful. There is a feeling 
among the local people that the track has 
fallen into the right hands and that the 
class of racing which will be given here in 
the future will be of the kind which Buffalo 
can point to with pride. 

“All the horsemen with outstanding claims 
against the old association have been noti- 
fied to present their claims to the Jockey 
Club, which will settle them in full. The 
Jockey Club will act as a kind of clearing 
house for Mr. Howland in the matter. 

“In all about $3,000 are owed to the horse- 
men, and Mr. Howland personally will have 
to stand for about half this amount. The 
remainder will probably be paid by the re- 
ceiver of the defunct a.ssociation.’’ 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



At the Newmarket sales on Monday, June 
29, five remarkable purchases were made by- 
representatives of two of America's fore- 
mo.st racehorse ow-ners. These w-ere August 
Belmont and William C. M^iitney. The sales 
recorded were from the Chev-eley Stud, 
brood mares and foals, the property of the 
late Colonel Harry- McCalmont. Two were 
knocked down to Mr. Belmont. One was 
Fairy Gold, by- Ben d’Or— Dame Masham, 
and covered by- Isinglass and the price £3,- 
iWO. This mare w-as foaled in 1896; the other 
one is Hautesse, foaled in 1891, by Archiduc— 
Hauteur, with a bay- colt by I..adas and cov- 
ered by Isinglass. The price was £4,600. 
Three went to Mr. Whitney. The first one 
was Jeunesse Doree, foaled in 1897, by Isin- 
glass-La Croisere Doree, with chestnut filly 
foal by- Whittier and covered by Diamond 
Jubilee, price £3,560. The second was Snowy- 
Corrie, foaled 189:5, by- Tristan— Corrie Roy, 
with bay- colt by- Whittier and covered by 
Orme, price £2,600. The third. Mistress 
Penn, foaled 1894, by- Hampton — Lozenge, 
with filly foal by- Isinglass, price £1,050. 



Golden Maxim, the crack three-year-old 
which finished second to Africander in the 
Realization and which won the Islip Handi- 
cap from Roeliampton at Brighton last Sat- 
urday, will probably not be seen in a race 
for some time to come. After the race on 
Saturday- it was discovered that the cerft had 
wrenched himself and it w-as said that he 
was suffering from fever. Those who were 
in close touch with the stable said that the 
accident was not seiious and that the Golden 
Garter colt, w-ith proper care, would soon 
he able to stand training again. But others 
maintained that the injury- was of such a 
nature that Golden Maxim might never race 
again. J. P. Kraner, his owner, recently 
refused $20,000 for the colt. He has many- 
valuable engagements yet to fill and in the 
Islip he was at his best.
